EXAMINER 'S AMENDMENT

Claims 4, 10, 19 and 20 have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1, 2, 5-8, 11-18, 21 and 22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 1, 
2, 7 and 8, the closest prior art of record, Vendelin et al (Fig. 2) does not disclose the following 
limitations: means for rf decoupling further includes means for making an effective series 
resistance between the lower dc voltage terminal of the one electronic device and the electrical 
ground and lower than a porcelain capacitor which resonates at an rf frequency of the one 
electronic device. Regarding claims 5,6, 11 and 12, the closest prior art of record, Vendelin et al 
(Fig. 2) does not disclose the following limitations: means for delivering an rf signal from the 
baseband processor to the solid state electronic device.
